The Farmer's Gamble.

Not long since this paper discussed the gambling element in 


farming, pointing out the risks and uncertainties'1 in the busi- 
r(~ess due to elements over which 4he. farmer has no control. 
Jficalled attention to the fact Ihatfftcr'a farmer'has done, his 
.best and done it in the right .wayli^legitimig^/ruits ot" his 
.-efforts may be grcaly reduced or completely H'ipcd out 'by 
•Vvteafher conditions which are entirely beyond his control. 
Hard storms and unseasonable frosts frequently cut short the 
returns that have been honestly and laboriously earned, as is 
proved by reports from different parts of the country almost 
daily during the summer and fall seasons^ 


But the damage done by the .elements is only one of the 


dangers fb-'wlrich the farmer's profits are exposed.. As a run- 
ning mate to. this risk tluve is overproduction, which is some- 
times alinoat as disastrous'lb the-tiller of the soil as the- wiping 
out of his crops by unfavorable weather conditions, although 
are ruined the loss is felt by all classes, but when there is over 
Ihe .effect on the community is very different. 
When crops 


production the- public is cheaply fed, the growers simply suf- 
fering from ruinous prices. 
11 is a case in which one man's 


loss, is another's gain.

This is well illustrated by Ihe condition of the peach market 


at the present time. Massachusetts is not, properly speaking, 
a peach growing state, but there-are sections of the 'state in 
which (his fruit is successfully grown and there is a large crop 
in those sections this year. The growers have been looking 
forward to profitable returns, but it develops that the crop is 
exceptionally large in all peach growing regions and prices are 
so low that there will be little profit on peaches this year. 
Transportation facililies are such that peaches can be shipped 
from any part of the'couniry to Massachusetts, and arc now 
being shipped to that stale from as far west as Oklahoma] All 
of (he oilier peach growing stales are looking for a market 
there, with the result that the Massachusetts men find their 
boasted "proximity (o the market" of little account and prices 
so low that satisfactory returns for (heir season's work arc ou| 
of the question. 
' 


This is the other feature of (he farmer's gamble, and it is 


almost as bad as the first named so far as he is concerned, 
though ip this case his loss is a benefit to others. Yet, as we 
saidin our previous article, farming, though a gamble lo some 
extent, is still the safest gamble in the world, and Ihe farmer 
who .persists intelligently in his business year in and year out 
is apt .(6 be a winner in (he long run.
